This week the Sierra Madre News will toe 71 years 
old! And none the worse for wear, either. 

During the time, the News has seen many changes, 


had various names on the 
masthead, yet still main¬ 
tained much the same policj' 
stated oRi the pages of that 
first issue. 

While conceived at an 
earlier date. Volume 1, Num¬ 
ber 1 of the Sierra Madre 
News was presented to the 
community Thursday, Octo¬ 
ber 11, 1906. Responsible lor 
tlie arrival was R. T. Cowles, 
“Editor and Proprietor.” The 
first issue had lour pages 
and was the size of a large 
magazine. (By the end of the 
first year, the publication 
htid grown to 6, then to a 
whopping, newsy 8 pages’) 

Included in that first 
week’s offerings were church 
notices, an item aoout the 
public library, the time table 
lor the Pacific Electric Rail¬ 
way — oh! how we miss the 
“old red cars” — and a head¬ 
ing “Professio,nal Cards” 
with one listing only — that 
of Dr. R. Hamilton Macker¬ 
ras, Physician and Surgeon. 

Oh yes! There were some 
welccminlng testimon i a 1 s 
from leading citizens on the 
establishment of the “News” 
— later and to this day of¬ 
ten alfectionaely referred to 
as "The Squeak.” These 
were all under a column 
headed “Some Words From 
Others.” A few of the ‘Seme 
Others’ were: J. G. Blumer, 
S. R. G. Twyecross and R. 
H. Mackerras. 


Under "Jottings Here and 
There” were such as follows:

.news to the editor either by 
mail Cl- bring them in per¬ 
son. We will have a phone 
in a lew days and then you 
can reach us easily.

All 
items must be signed by the 
sender as we will not pub¬ 
lish anything unless we 
know from whence it comes 
and are satisfied that it is 
authoritative.

Ratification of Treaty Expected 
By Senate Only In Early 1978 

(This is the second in a series of articles on the 
Panama Canal question.)

No. 2 In A Series 

In 1902 Panama was still 
part Of Colombia, and Pana¬ 
manians were Colomb i a n 
nationals. They had never 
fell a strong attachment to 
Ihe rest of the country. Iso¬ 
lated from the capital and 
centers of population by high 
mountains, the Isthmus of 
Panama had been left large¬ 
ly to its own resources. In 
the percedlng three-quarters 
of a century since indepen¬ 
dence from Spain, Panama- 
,nian discontent had erupted 
on a number of occasions 
into attempts to establish an 
independent state. 

The Hay - Herran Treaty 
between the U.S. and Colom¬ 
bia would have permitted 
the U.S. to build a canal 
across the isthmus, created 
a six-mile-wide canal zone. 

Building

Building permits for Sier¬ 
ra Madre keep on going up, 
up and up for the year 1977 
as the month of September 
tallied up $303,935 as com¬ 
pared to the same month in 
1976 of $170,699. 

For the year’s total, the 
year 1977 has now accumu¬ 
lated a total in Building Per¬ 
mits which has reached $3,- 
317,489, compared to the year 
1976 which saw the total to 
date standing at $1,046,711. 
This is a' healthy Increase 
of $2,270,778.

Electrical Permits, 14: Me¬ 
chanical, 8: Plumbing, 11.

Business Licenses for the 
month totaled 29 for a total 
of $956, bringing the total 
for the year to $23,370.13, as 
compared to the same per¬ 
iod of 1976 of $21,150.83. 


and granted to Colombia 
$10 million at once and an¬ 
nual payments of $250,000. 
It was signed January 21, 
1902. 

While the Colombian Sen¬ 
ate debated whether or not 
to accept this treaty — the 
LT.S. Senate had ratified it 
promptly by a '.’ote of 73 to 
5 — prominent Panamanians 
met to plot a course of ac¬ 
tion should the treaty be 
rejected. They were aided 
and abetted by the principal 
agent of the French com¬ 
pany, Monsieur Phill p p e 
Biunau-Varilla, who was in¬ 
tent on selling to the U.S., 
for $40 million, the French 
concession to build the 
canaL 

From his headquarters in 
a New York hotel room, Bu- 
nau - Varilla supplied the 
Panamanian conspira tors 
with a proclamation of in¬ 
dependence, a constitution, a 
flag of liberation, and in¬ 
structions to start an up¬ 
rising for Panamanian inde¬ 
pendence on November 3. 

On November 2 a U.S. 
gunboat, tht U.S.S. Nash- 
rille, conveniently arrived in 
Panama. Actually fewer than 
a thousand persons partici¬ 
pated in the bloodless revolt. 
It could have been sup¬ 
pressed easily had it not 
been for the American pre¬ 
sence in anticipation of the 
landing of Colombian troops. 

The next day the new Re¬ 
public of Panama was pro¬ 
claimed. In quick succession 
the new .nation was recog¬ 
nized by tht United States, 
by tht European powers, and 
— this is Important — by all 
the Latin American repub¬ 
lics, with the sole exception 
of Colombia. Within a week 
Bunau - Varilla was accept- 
td as the Panamanian envoy 
to the U.S., and on Novem¬ 
ber 18 ho signed the Hay- 
Bunau - Varilla Treaty, the 
terms of which were iden¬ 
tical to those rejected earlier 
by Colombia. 

President Roosevelt r e - 


marked after the event, “No 
one cor»nected with this gov¬ 
ernment had any part in 
preparing, inciting, or en¬ 
couraging the revolution.” 
It would seem that the 
President’s remark was, to 
put it as politely as possible, 
disingenuous. I therefore 
consider my remark, “We 
stole it,” to be entirely ap¬ 
propriate. 

However, I must add an 
important reservation. We 
did nothing that was unus¬ 
ual or contrary to the public 
morality of those days. By 
the standards of the time, 
the U.S. action was “fair 
and square.” All great pow¬ 
ers behaved similarly, and 
the speed with which the 
.new republic was recognized 
by other governments indi¬ 
cated that we were acting 
os what were then standard 
practices. 

I therefore consider any 
feeling of national guilt on 
our part unwarranted and 
out of place.

To qualify for an incor¬ 
poration election, the peti¬ 
tions submitted by propon¬ 
ents of cityhood must bear 
the signatures of at least 25 
per cent of the community’s 
3,251 registered voters. 

’The charge given the Reg¬ 
istrar Of Voters by Schaba- 
rum is to authenticate the 
signatures, verifying that all 
are registered voters within 
the proposed Incorporation 
area.

An upswing In the econo¬ 
my over the past year-and- 
a-half has helped nearly 
double General Telephone of 
California’s employee job 
training requirements, with 
women heavily involved as 
they move into traditionally 
male jobs. 

“As the economy improved 
in the third quarter of 1976, 
customer demand increased. 
General also began accele¬ 
rated hiring for the firsl. 
time in several years and 
job transfers began speeding 
lUp,” said S. A. Jacobucd, 
training director for Gen¬ 
eral. This, coupled with 
changes resulting from com¬ 
petition, a more sophisticated 
work 'forti ' and advanced 
technology, has greatly in¬ 
creased company training 
needs. 

General trained 7,316 peo¬ 
ple in the first half of 1977. 
compared with 5.543 during 
the same period of 1976. 
“During this year we expect 
to train at least double the 
number we trained last 
year,” Jacobucci said. 

An increasing number of 
those employees are women 
moving into traditional 1 y 
men’s jobs a.nd, to a lesser, 
extent, men moving into the 
traditional female jobs, such 
as operator and customer 
represestative. Today. 83.7 
per cent of General’s frame 
maintalners are women, fill¬ 
ing jobs which former 1 y 
were a male-only domain. 
Female percentages in other 
former male bastions are 
cable splicers—3.6 per cent, 
equipment maintai .n e r s — 
13.6 pier cent, warehouse at¬ 
tendants — 44.3 per cent, 
senior equipment production 
assemblers — 75.8 per cent 
and equipment installers 13 
per cent. 

In 1976, the company had 
251 employee.s attending its 
telephone pole dim b i n g 
classes. This year, 323 al¬ 
ready have gone through the 
class and the total is ex- 
irected to reach 775 by the 
end of the year. About 24 
per cent of those students 
are female employees. 

According o Jacobucci. ap¬ 
proximately two out of three 
women students pass the 
pole dlmbing class, with 
failures mainly attributed to

physical inability to com¬ 
plete the strenuous course. 
The male failure rate — 
about five per cent — is 
traced primarily to mental 
attitudes. “Some pTOple are 
just bothered by heights,” 
Jacobucci said. Pole climb¬ 
ers have toi be able to scram¬ 
ble up poles at least 22 feet 
high. 

General’s equal employ¬ 
ment opportunity reco r d, 
both in regard to v/omen and 
minorities, has received com¬ 
pliments from Federal and 
State enforcement agencies. 
In 1971, for Instance, only 

5.4 per cent of its top five 
grade level jobs were filled 
be female employees. Today, 
with a 44.7 per cent female 
work force, 15 per cent of 
the top five level jobs are 
held by females and one 
member of the board of di¬ 
rectors is a woman. General 
also has more than doubled 
its percentage of minority 
management employees — 
from 4.4 per cent in 1971 to 

10.4 per cent today, and is 
aiming at 16.4 per cent by 
1979. 

Jacobucci said that train¬ 
ing efforts are aimed at two 
goals: developing the com¬ 
pany’s work force to provide 
the best possible service to 
customers, and assisting em- 
ployeee in their own per- 
soa,nl career a.nd job de¬ 
velopment.

The People Must Know

tWd you know that an alien can come into the United 
States, move in with well healed relatives a,nd! within 30 
days can sign up for a government pension and free medi¬ 
cal and dental care 30 days after he or she is in the 
country? It’s called Supplemental Security Income. SSI 
for short. We had a law once to require the sponsors of 
such aliens to promise not to let them become public bur¬ 
dens, but our courts declared that law invalid. 

So we get a constant stream of aliens coming in and 
immediately signing up for this SSI bonanza. 'They need 
be only 65, or younger if any accommodating doctor will 
declare them disabled — and they can collect as much as 
$295 per month as long as they live. 

Congressman Phil Burton, (D-San Francisco), is the 
author of this law, and has stated that he thinks the 
law is good for reuniting families. But the problem is that 
it puts a tax burden on the American families to the 
point where many of these native families who have to 
pay the tax burden, are falling apart themselves. 

Even aliens who did not want to come to this country, 
until they heard of this pension bonanza, now come in 
droves, and many of them return to their native country 
for months at a time, just long enough, not to lose their 
American taxpayer paid pensions. 

What it means is that the government treats aliens 
more generously than it does American citizens. What this 
amounts to is a king size “rip off” of American tax¬ 
payers who are struggling to keep their, own families 
together and put food on their own tables. 

In the City of Los Angeles there are about 400,000 
illegal aliens. They are costing the taxpayers a minimum 
of $6 million a month. They are sending as much money 
as possible out of this country and back to their relatives 
in the country they came from. 

They are holding many high-paid jobs, as well as 
mediocre, that some claim the Americans will not take. 
They are occupying a gerat deal of American housing, 
which American citizens could occupy. They are contri¬ 
buting to a shortage of housing for American citizens. 

Our courts are holding that the language of the Ameri 
can Constitution protects aliens in this country, the same 
or more than it protects the rights of American citizens. 

I think it is about time we started to give American citi¬ 
zens priority over those aliens who just come here to get 
on the taxpayer gravy train. 

Bread prices rise despite the fall in the farmers’ price 
of wheat. This is typical of all things being forced down 
ttte public’s throat. They just expect everything to go lup. 
Why have the people stopped questioning such proce¬ 
dures? Because it is not only bread, it Is everything. 

'The answer is quite clear. You may not be able to 
see the direct causation, but the indirect causation is 
overwhelming. It is the almost' $50 billion interest we 
have to pay that is taking the life blood from the people. 
Every avenue of industry, commerce and production must 
pay its unending and ever increasing share of this in¬ 
terest tribute. We are forever paying interest on the in¬ 
terest of this Babyloinian debt money. 

Since the debt can never be paid but must always 
increase, the Interest also increases, destroying the people, 
their culture and their civilization. History shows it even 
goes further than that. The very race is utimately 
obliterated. 

Much to blame is the Congresses we have ohosen 
since 1909 and the hordes of other loc-al officials who 
have gotten so used to making “soft decisions” they now 
seem Incapable of making the tough decisions free na¬ 
tions must make to survive. 

A good example is tlrat Federal government man¬ 
ager^ refuse to discipline or remove loafing employees 
because they fear court suits, the chairman of the U.S. 
Civil Service Commission says. 

The lack of disciplinary action has caused a morale 
problem, becaiuse “good employees are dissatisfied with 
supervisors’ failure to take action against the loafers,” 
said Chairman Alan Campbell. He commented In a U.S. 
News and World Report interview just released. 

Another example; A bill to increase the salaries of 
state legislators by ten per cent was passed and signed 
by Governor Brown last week. The new salary is now 
$ 35,555 per year, however, the legislature also voted to 
exempt their $35 per day expense allowance from all 
taxes, retroactive to five years back. 

Another example: In California today, one out of 
every five employed persons receives his paycheck from 
a government agency. The figure does not include serv¬ 
icemen, in the armed forces nor postal workers, so gov¬ 
ernment employees are more than 20 per cent of the 
state work force. 

This is why a petition is being circulated to reduce 
property taxes so that thousands will not lose their homes 
and life savings. This action by the people appears the 
last chance for them to right a badly listing ship. Call

Supervisor Kenneth Hahn believes all agencies, groups 
and units of county government aliould have their funds 
audited! once a year. 

Hahn noted there are 770 agencies which receive 
contracts totaling $292 million from the Board of Super¬ 
visors. 

Among the contracts are the Federal (Housing Act 
Program, Comprehensive Employment Training Act Pro¬ 
gram, Short - Doyle, boarding liomes, institutions and 
programs to aid Vietnam refugees. 

Hahn asked the County’s Chief Administrative Officer, 
Harry L. Hufford, to review the County’s Auditor contract 
section to make sure all agencies receiving public money 
are audited. 

“By this, it can be determined whether the money 
is ibeing spent wisely, whether the goals of the agencies 
are being met and whether the public is receiving the 
benefits of the contracts,” Hahn emphasized.
